Their Armies—E nglish Vessels Seized 
by the French—General Notes- 


Loxpox, Sept. 13.—Nothing is known 
in official circles in regard to Prince 
Alexander's visit to Englund. The 
Prince will remain at Jugenheim for 
the present, his health being shattered. 

Great excitement has been created at 
Chatham by the unexpected receipt of 
orders from the Admiralty to expedite 
the completion of the men-of-war. 
Relays of workmen are to be employed 
day and night, if necessary. This 
activity is regarded as indicating pos- 


| sible continental complications. 


HONORS TO ALEXANDER. 

Lonnox, Sept. 13.—Alexander’s fete 
day was the occasion of great rejoicing 
at Philippopolis. The festivities were 
continued throughout the night. 
Bodies of troops headed by bands 
paraded the streets and were received 
with cheers by the populace. In the 
evening a brilliant display of fireworks 
was made at Varna. Prayers were 
offered for Alexander in the churches. 
A Te Deum was sung at the Russian 
consulate in honor of the Czar. Only 
fifteen persons were present. 

ENGLAND'S NEW EASTEBN POLICY. 

New York, Sept. 13.— Hon. Thomas 
Power O’Connor cables from London 
to the Star: : 

„Affairs in the East of Europe for 
the moment dwarf home politics. A 
powerful party, every day growing in 
influence, led by mien whose names are 
a tower of strength, has commenced 


agitation in favor of a reversal 
of England’s traditional Turkish 
policy. The platform of the 
new party is the withdrawal of 


England from the Turkish alliance and 
the establishment of close relations with 
Russia. The English. policy in the 
East pivots on defeating the designs of 
Russia to secure an outlet in the Medi 
terranean. This policy is now vigor- 
ously attacked, and the promoters of the 
pro-Russian movement boldly assail the 
Turkish government in both Europe and 


as fatal to human pro- 
gress and injurious to British 
ioterests. England is shown to 


be the only power that thinks it worth 
while to bolster up the vicious rule of 
the Pashas. The other great powers, 
without exception, are willing to see the 
ee of the future ownership of 
onstantinople and the partition of the 
Turkish empire settled and done with. 
The movement is encouraged by the 
Tory ministry, with a view of preparing 
public opinion fora new departare in 
the foreign policy of the Cabinet and 
dishing the Liberals. In return 
for the surrender of Constantinople 
it is represented that England will have 
freedom from further anxiety on ac- 
count of India. Russia's great object 
in extending her frontier southward 
through Central Asia will have ceased. 
Compensation for England’s sacrifice in 
abandoning her Eastern policy is to be 
found in the annexation of Egypt. This 
Russia bas offered repeatedly, and Ger- 
many is ready to assent. France is the 
one great power resolutely hostile to 
British predomination in the land o 
the Pharaohs.’’ | 
BIGNIFICANT MILITARY MANEUVERS. 
Lonpom, Sept. 13.—It is remarked 
that although the Emperor Francis 
is at Prezymysl, in Gallicia, and the 
Czar at Bresh, Litovsk, in Poland, not 
more than 250 kilometers apart, neither 
has given any sign of a desire or inten 
tion of meeting the other. In fact, 
neither hag sent the other greetings 
even by deputy. The Neue Freie 
Presse, of Vienna, complains of the 
Czar’s breach of courtesy towards Aus- 
tria. Itsays itis noteworthy that the 
Russian military maneuvers are taking 
place at the precise corner of the Rus - 
sian dominions which would be the 
principal theater of war in the event of 
a Russian conflict with Austria. Francis 
Joseph is at the same time reviewing 
an equal number of Austrian troops, 
the total being over 60,000 men, ata 
point which would naturally be chosen 
as the Austrian base of operations in the 
same event. Thus we see, says the 
Neue Freie Presse, two rival camps 
and two rival courts almost within sight 
of each other. | 
A CONCILIATORY TOAST. | 
Vienna, Sept. 13.—The Emperor 
Francis Joseph yesterday attended a 
banquet given by officers of the army 
participating in the mancuvers at the 
camp at Lubien. He proposed the 
health of the Czar, which was responded 
to with cheers, which the band re-echoed 
by playing the Russian anthem. The 
news of this reached the Ozar at Brestn, 
Litovsk, in Poland. He at once tele- 
graphed his thanks, and the telegram 
reached the Austrian Emperor during 
the night. 
THE CZAR AND BULGARIA’S BEGENCY. 
Soria (Bulgaria), Sept. 13.—The 
National Assembly met to-day. The 
Russian agent bas received the Czar’s 
reply to Buigaria’s proposal, The Ozar 
says that Russia will recognize the Bul- 
garian regency and assist the union of 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia on oon - 
dition that no acts of violence be com- 
mitted. Russia advises that public 
opinion in Bulgaria be allowed to calm 
down before a new Prince be taken to 
the Bulgarian throne. The Russian 
agent has not yet cummunicated the 
Czar’s reply to the Bulgarian govern- 
ment because the relations between the 
present Bulgarifn Ministers and him- 
self are very strained.

THE NEW NAVY. 


The Kied of Craft Uncie Sam Pro- 
peses te 


Sept. 13.—A circular 
to naval architects has been issued by 
the Navy Department, respecting a de- 
sign, advertised last week, for two 
armored vessels of about 6,000 tons dis- 
placement. It embodies, in detail, the 
conditions to which those who submit a 
design must conform. The design 
must be a substantial improvement on 
the existing designs, and unimproved 
copies cf well-known desi will re- 
ceive no consideration. It must be 


sufficiently in detail to enable the de- 
2 clearly ascertain 
its value. The features 


general 

to be embodied in the design 
for an armored cruiser are: Hull of 
steel (not sheathed with wood), with 
double bottom and divided into numer- 
ous water-tight compartments fitted with 
a complete and powerful pumping sys. 
tem and with drainege and ventilation 
throughout; ram, bow and steel-ar- 
mored deck running the whole length 
of the ship, the boilers, engines and 
ammunition rooms being underneath; 
two-thirds of the full-sail power to be 
carried on two or three masts, each pro- 
tected, the top with one or more ma- 
chine guns mounted thereon; four ten- 
inch guns for main battery, each weigh- 
ing twenty-six and a balf 
tons, ten rapid flring Hotch- 
kiss guns, eight Hotchkiss revolving 
cannon and four Gatling guns (one or 
more for top) for secondary battery; 
six torpedo tubes, one at bow, one at 
stern andtwo on each side; fourteen 
torpedoes, each sixteen feet long; four- 
teen electric search lights. The ship 
must be driven by twin-screws, and 
when fully equipped and with all her 
weights on board, must be able to main- 
tain a rate of seventeen knots 
per hour, She must have quar- 
ters for two hundred and seventy 
officers and men with provisions for 
three and water for one month. Her 
maximum draft must be twenty-two feet 
and displacement about 6000 tons. The 
general feature of the armored battle- 
ship are to be similar to those of a 
cruiser. Her armament is to be two 
12 inch and two 6-inch guns for main 
battery and twenty Hotchkiss and four 
Gattling guns for the secondary battery. 
Fifteen thousand dollars will be paid 
for each desiga accepted.
